The Laurel passed out of the riv- 


•er at an early hour yesterday, car- 
rying 7,208,400 feet of lumber for 
New York' and Philadelphia.

steering gear became disabled, and 
the s.orm carried her back on to 
the sand pit. 
. Life saving crews 


and tugs summoned by radio found 
her a., daybreak but were unable to 
get close to her, owing to tremen- 
dous seas and floating lumber.

m.,- today. Origin of the fire has 
not been determined, other than it 
started on the boardwalk. 
Every concession save two, the 
merry-go-round 
and" the 
Blu3 
Beard's Castle, was wiped ou'.. No 
loss of life or injuries were 
re- 
ported. A gorilla on exhibit was 
burned to death. 


Several .thousand pleasure seek- 
ers were at the Casino until after 
midnight, but the place was prac- 
tically 
deserted 
when ths 
fire 
started. 


The amusement resort was built 
several years ago at a cost of sev- 
eral hundred thousand' dollars. 


The Casino will be rebuilt, ac- 


cording to Geo. Smith, manager. 
Loss was placed officially at 600,- 
000. 


The fire started in a concession 
about mid-way on the board walk 
and was discovered by two night- 
watchmen. Both received 
burns 


when they attempted to extinguish 
the blaze with extinguishers. No 
pumping facilities were available. 
The flames rapidly ate their way 


in both directions along the frame 
structure, and less than an hour 
after the fire was discovered a 
smouldering mass was all that re- 
mained of what only a few hours 
before had been one of the finest 
amusement centers in the south. 


Although the boat piers 
were 


destroyed, Casino attendants were- 
able to free several motor launches 
and take them out of danger. 


Among tho attractions destroyed 


were the giant thriller, the danc- 
ing pavilion, various fun houses 
and rides, sideshows and the bath 
house.

—The Imperial Airways an- 
nounced today that seven 
passengers had lost their 
lives in the crash of atrans-, 
channel airplane off Folk- 
stone. 


Four passengers, the pilot and 
mechanic were injured. 
The Imperial Airways statement 
said: 


"The directors of the Imperial ' 


Airways announce with regret that 
the air liner whicn left Croydon at 
10:30 
a. m. today on the London- 


Zurich-Basle service, sent out dis- 
tress signals when 15 miles across 
the channel. 


"The pilot turned back and when 


three miles from shore came down, 
in the Channel. Thc pilot report- 
ed by wireless thai he was landing 
alongside a Irawler, which he did. 


Assistance Dispatched. 
"Further marine assistance was 


dispatched under standing emer- 
gency arrangements 
immediately 


upon receipt of the pilot's distress 
signals. 


"The directors deeply regret that 


seveu passengers' lives were lost, 
four passengers and the pilot and 
mechanic were injured, but it is 
hoped not seriously. 


"The air ministry Inspector of 


accidents will make the prescribed 
investigation and until he has done 
so the company Is unable to state 
precisely the cause elthSrTST7 TKe 
accident or the consequent loss of 
life. The liner has been salvaged 
and a thorough Investigation can. 
therefore be made." 


Advices fro?i 
Folkestone said 


five of the survivors were landed 
there, two women, two men pas- 
sengers and the plane's mechanic. 
They were taken to the harbor 
master's office and later to a hos- 
pital lor Irealment. 


One body, that of a woman, was 
brought ashore, but her identity 
had :.ot been ascertained at a late 
hour. 


The pilot, who was injured, 
re- 


mained on a trawler near the plana 
to salvage It.

Congress today confronted a situa- 
tion in the senate contest over re- 
structlon of tariff revision which 
many leaders regarded as threaten- 
ing to put the plan for a summer 
vacation definitely^ Into the limbo 
of lost causes. 
The issue was drawn on the res- 


olution of Senator BoVah, republi- 
can, Idaho, to restrict the tariff

•Jones of Washington, assistant re- 
publican leader, to bring Industrial 
products which have been "de- 
pressed" in recent years by in- 
creasing competitive imports with- 
in the scope of the limitations pro- 
posed. 
Senator Watson of Indiana, re- 
publican leader, has taken com- 
mand of the opposition 
to

Borah proposal, but members of

"The advocates of the debenture 


plan have not delayed this legisla- 
tion longer than to secure a fair 
consideration.

their command a revolving fund of 
$500,000,000, is to have an author- 
ity and standing 
in 
agriculture 


comparable to that of the Inter, 
state commerce 
commission In 


transportation and the federal re- 
serve board in finance. 


A formidable list of candidates 


already has been presented to the 
president, and he is believed 
to 


have about made up his mind who 
is to be the chairman. 
The two 


men standing foremost in the gen- 
eral endorsement are James 
C. 
Stone of Lexington, Ky., president 
of the Burley Tobacco Growers' 
Co-operative Association, and Carl 
Williams of Oklahoma. 


Texans Mentioned. 
Others whose names have been 


mentioned more or less prominent- 
ly in connection with the board 
membership include D. O. Moserof 
Texas, a cotton co-operative offi- 
cial; B. L. Corey of Scarsdale, New 
York, who also has had large ex 
perience In co-operative organiza- 
tions; FormeijRepresentative Black 
of Texas, and William H. Marshall 
of Fort Lauderdale, Florida. 


There has been much specula- 
tion al to whether Mr. Hoover 
would offer a place on the board 
to Frank O. Lowden, former gov-

York City. That slim lead he held 
over Pete Gavuzzl, lJ5-pound Brit- 
ish-born Italian, in the total elaps- 
ed time standings when the trans- 
continental event came to an end 
here last njght. Gavuzzl Is entitled 
to a prize'of $10,000. 
It was in the final hours of the 
lengthy race that Salo, a Passaic, 
N. J., policeman, blazed his trail to 
victory. He came from behind ito 
snatch the winner's laurels from 
the wiry Gavuzzl In the last 26 
miles 385 yards of the derby. The 
final lap was in the form of a mar- 
athon at Wrlgley field. A crowd 
of 10,000 watched the event. 
Salo 
was first to finish the marathon, 
coming In nine lamps ahead of Ga- 
vuzzi. 


Salo crossed the continent In 525 
hours, 57 minutes and 20 seconds 
Gavuzzl did it In 526 hours and 7 
seconds. 


More than twelve hours behind 


Gavuzzl, but in position for third 
place money—$6,000—came Glusto 
Umek, of Italy", who plodded from 
coast to coast in 538 hours, 46 min- 
utes and 52 seconds.

Cynicism is not exactly in 


good taste at a college com- 
mencement. 
If 
Professor 


Robert E. Rodgers had not 
mixed so much of it with 
really wholesome advice in 
his address to the graduat- 
ing class of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, 
he could have achieved a na- 
.tional 
sensation 
without 


leaving a bitter taste in the 
mouths of those who attempt 
to swallow the medicine he 
administered. 


Essentially the professor 


was inciting his hearers to 
develop a superiority com- 
plex. He counseled them to 
put up a good front; to cul- 
tivate the will to succeed; to 
avoid descent to a lowerjev- 
el than that which they had 
been trained in speech, man- 
ners and intelligence; to 
spend their time profitably; 
to endeavor to associate with 
their betters rather than 
with the'ir inferiors. All of 
which is sound. 


The progress of the na- 


tion, of the human race, if 
you will, has not been due 
to the human race at large. 
It has come entirely from the 
minds, the efforts and the 
leadership of those few indi- 
viduals of the race who have 
raised themselves to leader- 
ship. No great thought, or 
great plan, or great inven- 
tion was ever created by a 
mass meeting. 
A China or 


an India, with three or four 
times as many people as the 
United States,. has not won 
the place the United States 
holds in civilization. The 
worth of human heads is not 
found by counting them, but 
by weighing them. • And it 
is perfectly true, as the Har- 
vard professor told his stu- 
dents, that the man who is 
content to submerge himself, 
his ways, his thoughts, his 
amusements, and his ideals 
into the multitude of others, 
must not complain if he re- 
mains all his days nothing 
more than a single 
undis- 


tinguishable unit in a world 
of myriads of units like him- 
self. 


But with his tongue in his 


cheek — surely — Professor 
Rodgers defined the aims he 
was advocating 
as "snob- 


bery," and extolling many 
characteristics that unques- 
tionably deserve that classi- 
fication. He used the terms 
"snob" and "gentleman" in- 
terchangeably, whereas most 
of us believe that there is a 
very distinct differentiation. 
He urges his hearers to so- 
cial climbing, and to become 
what is vulgarly, but very 
effectively 
described 
as 


"snooty." And therein 
he 


he erred grievously. 


If the speaker wanted to 


assure himself that people 
would sit up and take notice 
he has succeeded. The ob- 
ject might have been more 
delicately attained. It isn't 
a good idea to teach college 
graduates that 
snobbish- 


ness is a desirable 
quality 


and a key to success, the al- 
leged example of Harvard 
to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing.

"Silent Nine" Of Germany Carry 


* Secret Missives To Many Lands 


By LOUIS P> LOCHNEK 


(Associated 1'ress Correspondent) 


BERLIN.—Germany has a "si- 


lent nine" whose pictures nobody 
fvor received end whose names are 
never publicly divulged. They sre 
couriers of the foreign office 
who 
carry the sealed diplomatic pouch- 
c-s from tha'German capital to for- 
eign land?. 


Most of the trips are across Eu- 


rope or Asia for they arc seldom 
used for overseas journeys. Gen- 
erally the captains of German ocean 
liners are employed on such mis- 
sions and their first objective on 
shore leave is to the German em- 
bassy or delegation. 


Sometimes, too. the foreign 
of- 


fice does not care to take the risk 
of reducing special instructions to 
writing. In such cases a trusted 
attache of the foreign 
office Is 


coached to memorize verbal orders 


or Information. 
When he arrives 


at his destination he Identifies him- 
self with a password and the am- 
bassador or minister, personally 
takes down the instructions as they 
are recited to him. 


In the regular routine, however, 


(he "silent nine" are employed to 
convey 
confidential 
documents. 


Every month the code division of 
the foreign office maps out their 
railway schedules and it knows day 
by day where each man if, wheth- 
er in Kovno, Moscow, Angora, Ti- 
rana, Rome, Madrid or London. 


An outsider has little chance to 
recognize these men for what they 
are. 
They travel first class as they 


are not expected to risk loss of 
(heir baggage by sharing their rail- 
way compartments 
with 
others. 


This, however, is the only luxury in 
which they indulge. They stop in 
good, but not extravagant hotels. 


live unostentatiously, and never let 
their baggage out of sight. 


If ^i courier deems it essential, 


he may request the foreign gov- 
ernment through whose country ho 
is traveling, to surround him with 
special safety measures, such 
as 


detectives or police guards. 
This 


is a privilege, however, 
of which 


the courier takes advantage only 
in rare Instances, because his Iden- 
tity becomes known to too many.
